The 
tall  crags  of  Land's  End,  the  tumultuous  seas, 
and  drifting  sunlit  mist  and  spray  are  painted  with 
striking  decorative  power,  and  he  continually  sug- 
gests the  piay  of  elemental  forces,  or  the  haunt- 
ing, mysterious  spell  of  wild  and  lonely  places. 
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
